When the Security Index, including the tabulating cards and 5 x » i 
file, was first set up in this Section the entire operation was placed in a 
ym^ n roon:, 6222, with adequate space provided there for housing of the files 
and the general operation of one or two employees. This room is kept locked ( ^ 
at all tisnss# The reason for this sectarity meastire was mainly that the 
existence of the Security Index as such was not generally known* 

During recent months the activity of this file has doubled and we 
have 3 and 4 eiroloyees working in this room almost constantly* We find that 
the general arrangement is not good for several reasons. First, it is much , 
too crowded for the number of people handling the work. Working conditions /. 
are very unsatisfactory. In the second place, the eroloyee operating the \ 
cardatype machine on the Security Index, wiich machine is in operation most 
of the time between 8:00 a.m. and Midnight, must of necessity spend full time 
at that machine, whereas as a matter of fact, it does not engage his full 
attention and he could make good use of his time operating other tabulating 
equipment if it were available to him# 

' ' The two disadvantages set forth above in the present arrangement 
could be easily overcome by placing the cardatype machine in the main tabulating 
machine room of this Section. The employees would have adequate space to work 
BxAf equally important, the emplojree operating the cardarype machine coxad divide 
his attention between that and one or two other pieces of heavy tabulating equip- 
Bknt. This would be particularly advantageous on the night shift. 

The disadvantages of having the cardatype machine in the main tabulating 
yifcxhine room have largely been eliminated during recent months since the fact 
/that we have a Seciudty Index is no longer a secret to ar-yone. It has been in 
^the paper s^ in fa ct. The only objection now to performing this woric in the main 
--fiacfiine room is that other employees might see the 5 x 8 cards being prepared on 
the cardatype machine, recognize a name of some prominence on the Security Index 
and mention it to an outside source. On the other hand, our employees have all 
been investigated and comparable hazards exist in many other sections of the 
Bureau. ^ 

I have from time to time emphasized to the employees in this Section 
the extremely confidential nature of much of our records and I believe this is 
appreciated by all.

If the cardatype machine and its operation were moved into the main 
tabulating machine room, the Security Index files themselves would remain in 
the small room where they now are under lock and key at all times, and^it may 
be observed that the guard force and char force of this building do not have 
Icegrs to this rocm. 

If there is no objection on the part of the Bureau, we will move the^ 
Of rdatype machine into the main maihine tabulating rocm of this Section so that 
thractSal operation of the Sec^xrity Index here will be In that room instead of 
the fP^aii room where it now is In order to overcome the present undesirable 
personnel and administrative deficiencies. y

Index cards in the field at the time fgrm FD-122 recommending changes on the 
Security Index card was forwarded to the Bureau. 

This matter has been carefully considered at the Bureau and two 
copies each of emended Security Index cards as well as new Srcurity Index 
cards prepared on the IBM equipment will continue to be forwarded to the 
field. 

It Is Imperative that there be unifomity in the text of Security 
Index cards maintained at the Bureau and in the field, and this can be

Objections to Plan 1 : 

1. The tabulating cards could not be maintained in as 
near an up^to^date status as possible without having trained personnel 
available at Omaha. 

2. Tabulating cards serve no purpose unless equipment is 
available to interpret them. Due to the very nature of the DETCCII 
Program^ it is felt that it would be entirely irpractical to rely 
on the possible use of equipment in the poss.^ssion of the General 
Motors Corporation or the IBIS Service at Omaha. It can be anticipated 
that there will be considerable difficulty in seising such equipment 
in event of an emergency. 

3. The plan provides for no readily workable Security 
Index list for use on instant notice. 

Objections to Plan 2 z , 

1. This plan is unworkable at this time using equipment 
presently available in the Statistical Section. 

Recommended Plan For Maintenance Of Duplicate Security Index 

It is suggested that the most usable, practical plan for 
maintenance of a duplicate Security Index is as follows:

1. The Statistical Section will prepare once a month 
an alphabetical list of Security Index subjects j broken down by 
field offices including in addition to the subject ^s name ^ his 
residence and employment addresses ^ race ^ sex and birth date. 
One copy will be furnished to the Department. One copy will be 
forwarded to the Omaha Division and one copy will be retained 

at the Security Index Desk. The Department is presently receiving 
an alphabetical listing of Security Index subjects showing the 
name, race, sex and birth date in each case. By adding the 
residence and employment addresses to the list, it will be necessary 
to make only one run per month to take care of the list, for the 
Omaha Office and for the Departmnt. 

2. Monthly the list will be replaced at Omaha with a 
new list and the old list will be destroyed. 

It is to be noted that no corrections ^ deletions or 
additions will be forwarded to Omaha on a daily basis and that 
only the complete listing will be forwarded once a month. Although 
approximately 100 new cards are added to the Security Index and 
approximately 225 changes of addresses are made weekly to cards 
in the Security Index, from an over-all standpoint these additions 
and corrections to the Security Index represent a relatively small 
change in the entire list. From a practical viewpoint, it is 
believed that a monthly duplicate Security Izdex at Omaha will 
idequately serve the purpose intended in event of the destruction 
of Security Index cards at the Seat of GfyVernment. In addition, 
there will be a considerable savings in Bureau man power by this 
method rather than forwarding day-^to^day changes to the duplicate 
Security Ij^dex list maintained at Omaha.

DETAILS 

I>'«*ing the recent inspection of the Security Division the 
Inspector raised the question as to whether copies of Security Index 
cards prepared on the IWi machine, in cases where form PD122 is 
received recommending a change in- the information on the Security 
Index card, should continue to ber sent to the field in view of the 
additional clerical work entailed by this procedure. The inspector 
recommended that the opinions of the SAC's be obtained to determine 
the field's viewpoint as to the procedure now in operation. 

Accordingly , the SAC»s of offices having the most Security 
Index subjects have been c^noacted and their views are set out 
hereinafter. The viewpoinn of each SAC was requested as to whether 
the Bureau should continue to forward amended Security Index cards ' 
to the field and if, in their opinion, this should continue, their 
viewpoints as to the feasitility of stapling one of the amended 
cards received in the field on to the face of the corresponding 
Security Index card maintained in their Security Index in order to 
eliminate retyping the description and restapling the photoffranh 
on to the amended card received.

Index cards should , continue to be sent to the field, basing their 
reasons on the fact that by this method there is assured uniformity 
between the Security Index cards at the Bureau and those in 
respective field offices. The four offices recommending the 
c outinuance of the procedure now in operation are as follows 
and their memoranda are attached: New York, Detroit, Cleveland, 
and Seattle • 

OBSERVATIONS 

Changes of information on Security Index cards when 
received at the Bureau, must be handled in the Statistical Section 
in order that the tabulating cards are kept current at all times. 
The Statistical Section must prepare a 5 x S card for the Security 
Index located at the Security Index desk and the preparation of two 
additional cards for the field requires very little extra work in 
the Statistical Section inasmuch as the tabulating card is already 
in the machine. The only savings in clerical and administrative 
time if amended cards are not sent to the field is in the clerical 
work in the field. Under the present svstem three operations a^e 
necessary in the field in effecting changes on Security Index 
cards; namely: ' 

1) making a temporary notation when form FD122 is 
submitted indicating a change; 

2) replacing the amended cards when they are received 
from the Bureau; 

3) retyping descriptions and restaplint- xDhotograohs to 
cards maintained in their Geographical Section. 

If amended cards were not sent to the field, the field need only 
make written changes on their cards and submit f >rm FD122 to the 
Bureau. 

Although four of the field offices surveyed recommended, 
in cases where amended Security Index cards are received, that 
one of the amended cards be stapled to the face of the corresoonding 
card m their Geographical Section of the Index to eliminate * 
the necessity of retyping a description in each instance and 
restapling a photograph where available, this procedure is not 
desirable. It is believed that this practice is undesirable 
due to the possibility of stapled cards becoming detached 
and the resulting general unsatisfactory appearance of the field* s 
Geographical Section of the Security Index. 



V.-: : 



In regard to the additional clerical time consumed • 
in the field under the present procedure, it is pointed out • 
that it is of utmost importance that there be complete 
uniformity in the tfext of the Bureau* s Security Index cards 
and those in the fie Id • This can only be assured by the 
preparation of all Security Index cards at the Bureau. The 
very nature of the Detcom Program requires complete accuracy : ; 
at all times and the additional clerical time required in 
any one field division under the present system is nominal 
even if descriptions have to be retyped inasmuch as at this 
time only approximately 75 to SO changes on Security Index 
cards are received daily at the Bureau from all field divisions. 
A small amount of clerical time expended in any one field 
division is certainly offset by the uniformity in maintenance 
of Security Index cards which will result under the present 
program. 

It is also pointed out that only by preparing amended 
Security Index cards at the Bureau can there be a uniformity in 
cards in all offices in cases >5iere cards are transferred between 
field divisions when the subject changes residence. This is 
particularly true vrhen subjects designated as Key Figures 
change residence to another field division. In those cases the 
Key Figure designation is deleted at the Bureau from the amended 
cards sent to the new office of origin. It is the responsibility 
of the new office of origin to reviev; such cases to determine 
if they desire to designate the subject a Key Figure in their 
division and if so advise the Bureau.

1) That the Bureau continue to send amended Security 
Index cards to the field in order that the field^s Security Index 
caf'ds and the Bureau^ s can be maintained uniforms ly, and that in 
each case a description be typed and a photograph stapled on the 
amended card going into the Geographical Section. It is also 
pointed out that this taethod of sending amended cards to the 
field is being used in order to eventually provide the field

The Security Index is presently set up to contain, 
the names of ali individuals whose activities are such as to 
warrant them dangerous to the national security m the event 
Of an er^^rgency, regardless of their "Nationality Background. 
M03t of the individuals in the Security Index represent member^ 
ship or affiliation with some Uarxi st^r evolutionary or othar 
revolutioiiry group and these specific groups are identifiable 
on the IBM equipment, for example, the Nationalist Party of 
Puerto Rico, the Socialist Workers Party, et cetera.

As you know, the Security Index is also presentl.y 
broken down under categories of Native Born, Naturalised, and 
Alien subjects. However, if a person is a member of the 
Communist Party or related group or follows the line of those 
groups, no attempt has been made to show on the IBM equipment 
the subject is of any particular ancestry, because it is be- 
lieved that anyone who is a follower of the Conmunist Party 
or related group, regardless of his nati cnality background, is 
dangerous to the public safety and ' should be subject to deten^ 
tion in the event of a break with the Soviet Union. 

Of course, as in the past, field offices are instructed 
to develop ^'Nationality Background'^ for a subject in the course 
of the regular investi gati on, but no investigation is presently 
conducted solely to develop this information^ 

In connection with determining the ''Nationality Back-- 
ground" of any subject, the matter should be considered as to 
the following three groups: 

>» 

1. Al i ens 

In this category the "Nationality Background" can 
be determined. 

2. Naturalised Citizens 

In this group of cases, the "Nationality Background" 
can be determined if we use as a criterion the sovereignty 
to whom the individual owed allegiance prior to his naturali-- 
nation. 

3. Native Born Citizens 

In regard to this group which compris fs almost four-* 
fifths of the total number of subjects in the Security Index, 
it would be most difficult if not impossi ble to determine 
"Nationality Background'' in ^all instances. These subjects 
are American citizens, although their parents may have a wide 
variety of citizenship, for instance a Russian mother and 
an American father and various other combination's for whom 
no definite conclusions may be reached as to their "Nationality 
Background. '\ In'* fact, foreign background in many cases may 
go back several generations and the subject ^s parents may be 
native born Americans.

The Security Index is presently set up to contain the 
names of individuals whose activities are such as to warrant them 
dangerous to the national security in the event of an emergency. In 
the event action is taken against any group in the Security Indexj 
it is almost essential that such action would be taken against all 
subjects in the Security IndeXj rather- than any particular group 
because regardless of nationality background^ all subjects are 
dangerous from, the standpoint of their adherence to revolutionary 
groups or because of other activities^ such as espionage activities. 

The Executives ^ Conference unanimously recommended^ because 
of the difficulty which would be encountered in attempting to make 
a workable breakdown based on ^'nationality background j zhat we do 
not attempt to effect sucfr a breakdown. The Conference furzher felt 
that the need for such a breakdown, while it would be informative, 
is not imperative. 

In the event you approv}p, we will not attempt to make 
3ttc/i a breakdown.
